Great Falls Included in 
Application Filed by 
Col. C. Keller. 


FOUR STORAGE DAMS 
TO EQUALIZE FLOW 


Chicago and Cleveland Capital 
Behind Company Headed 
by R, J. Bulkley. 


Harnessing of the turbulent waters 
at Great falls and Chain bridge, so as 
to give Washington and the vicinity a 
new and greater supply of electric 
power, loomed as an actuality yester- 
day. 

The Potomac River Corporation, com- 
posed principally of Chicago and Cleve- 
land capitalists, filed an application 
with the Federal power commission yes- 
terday for a preliminary permit to 
establish a hydroelectric power plant 
on the Potomac river cad its tribu- 
taries, 

The project. even mightier than the 
one that has been agitated by engineers 
and members of Congress for a decade 
or more, will cost approximately $55,- 
000,000, it is estimated. 

Col. Charles Keller, former engineer 
commissioner of the District of Colum- 
bia, applied to the Federal power com- 
mission for the preliminary permit 
Col. Keller, who was deeply interested 
in the power project when he was in 
office here, resigned -from “the army 
engineer corps to join the utilities firm 
of H. M. Billebys & Co., of Chicago. 


300,000 Horsepower Planned... 


The H. M. Billebys Co. owns one-half 
the stock in the Potomac River Cor- 
poration. Robert J. Bulkley, of Cleve- 
land, is president of the corporation. 
The corporation has its headquarters 
at Wilmington, Del, The project 
planned by the corporation would de- 
velop about 300,000 horsepower, enough 
to supply electric power not “only to 


miles around. 

} ‘In its application for a preliminary 
permit the corporation states that the 
power to be generated will be sold for 
public utility purposes “to operating 
and distributing companies, to indus- 
tries and to other users. of electric 
energy.” 

Officials of the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., which now supplies Wash- 
ington with electric power, have al- 
ways maintained before committees of 
Congress that it could supply such 
power just as cheap as any concern gen- 
erating the power at Great Falls. 

It was the opinion of officials of the 
Federal power commission that the Po- 
tomac River Corporation would offer 
to sell its electric power wholesale to the 
Potomac Electric Power Co. 


$100,000 Spent on Survey. 


That the new corporation “means 
business” is indicated, it was said last 
night, by the fact that it already has 
spent nearly $100,000 for a survey of 
the proposed power sites. 

The proposed scheme of development 
is similar to that recommended by 
Maj. M. C. Tyler, former army. engineer 
in charge of the Washington district,

New Orleans, May 13 (By A. P.).— 
The vast lake of overflow water cover- 
ing northeastern Louisiana crept steadi- 
ly southward toward the gulf tonight 
as waters from the Bayou des Glaises 
crevasses rolled over three additional 
parishes. 

Within a few days the lake will cover | 
sixteen parishes, stretching from the 
northern boundary of the State to-the 
gulf, an area 225 miles long and rang- 
ing from 50 to 100 miles in width. 
Ultimately driving upward of 200,000 
people from their homes. 

Rescue fleets operating in the Bayou 
des Glaises section were tonight re- 
moving hundreds from their homes 
around which the water already swirl- 
ed, while thousands of others were 
making for high land over high lands 
that will in a few hours be obliterated 
beneath a heaving torrent. 

More than 1,000,000 acres will be 
included in the vast lake, when the 
torrents now moving southward reach 
the gulf. Coming from the aif, naval

Berlin, May 13 (By A. P.).—Prices on 
the Berlin bourse today underwent a 
tremendous slump in a panicky sale of 
stocks, chiefly by speculators, which 
followed the announcement that Berlin 
banks had decided to restrict credits 
for speculative purposes. 

The crisis, which was cotapered to 
the Wall street panic of 1869, swept 
many stocks down from 10 to'40 points 

as large holdings were thrown on the. 
market at any price by panicky holders.

PANAMANS CHARGE CANAL ZONE 
- STORES WRECK THEIR TRADE

of all materials and supplies, duty free, 
through Panama territory, when in- 
tended for use on the Canal Zone. 

This right, it was explained at the 
White House yesterday, was established 
by John Hay when he was Secretary 
of State. The provision was agreed to 
at that time because originally the 
United States had no port of entry ex- 
cept in Panama. Since then, ports of 
entry have.been established at both 
Cristobal and Balboa, so that many im- 
portations do not go through Panama. 

So far as the sale of supplies in zone 
commissaries is concerned, White House 
officials said that the treaties between 
this country and Panama had always 
provided that the United States should 
have complete jurisdiction over all mat- 
ters within the zone, and that the con- 
duct of the commissaries was one over 
which no other government could as- 
sume the least control. 


Letter Sent to Coolidge. 


Placed before American business 
men appointed by President Coolidge 
as delegates on the part of the United 
States to the Pan-American commercial 
conference, the charges made by the 
Panamans were viewed to be so im- 
portant that, after becoming acquaint- 
ed with the Panaman version, a letter 
was drafted and forward to the Presi- 
dent, signed by the following:

Aside from being President of the 
Panama Association of Commerce, 
George D. Arias is proprietor of one of 
the largest mercantile establishments 
in Panama, a commercial house that 
has 50 years’ achievement behind it, 
and one that is known as the strong- 
est institution of its kind in the re- 
public. In the face of present-day 
conditions, it is ready to bow to the 
inevitable and go out of business, ac- 


cording to the statement made yester-

Changes Categorically Stated. 


In categorical order the charges which 
have been brought to the attention of 
the President of the United States are: 

First—Because of certain. incongrui- 
ties and irregularities that would never 
have been countenanced by the late 
President Roosevelt, under whose ad- 
ministration commissaries were opened 
in the Canal Zone, to take care only 
of clerks and employes of the Panama 
railroad, unfair competition has been 
set up by the United States. govern- 
ment against the merchantmen of 
Panama. 

Second—In violation of article 13 of 
the Hay-Banau-Varilla treaty an injus- 
tice is being done commercial interests 
in the republic of Panama. The mer- 
chants there are unable to compete 
with stores operated by the Américan 
government, as owner of the Panama 
railroad; stores that purchase their 
goods at approximately 40 per cent less 
than the merchants of Panama pay for 
the same merchandise.. Further, the 
American government imports its goods 
without duty costs, enjoys the advan- 
tage of much lower freight rates than 
those charged Panamans and generally, 
all round, undersells its competitors 
who, under a grant made by the repub- 
lic of Panama to the American govern- 
ment, should not be competitors. 

Third, it is alleged by President Arias 
that the necessaries of life, and only 
these necessaries, should be sold in 
American commissaries; whereas, un- 
der the present-day arrangement, any- 
thing from a pin to a diamond may 
be bought in these stores. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he states, “the only thing 
you can not buy in the commissaries 
is liquor, and this only because Ameri- 
ca is a prohibition country. Were it 
not for the sales of spirituous liquors 
in Panama, and the imports secured 
from these, the Panama government 
would be in dire straits. 

Commissaries Now Octopases. 

Fourth, the commissaries of the Ca- 
nal Zone, set up to take care of the 
primary needs of workmen employed 
by the United States government in 
the construction and maintenance ot 
the canal, have now grown to such 
proportions that they.are not only

So serious are the charge

“IT have been given to understand,” 
states Mr. Arias, who left Washington 
yesterday on a tour of .the United 
States, as a guest of the American gov- 
ernment, “that the operation of the 
Panama canal is considered of more im- 
portance than all the commerce of 
this country, but this hardly squares 
with the sentiments of Theodore Roose- 
velt, that far-sighted and energetic 
statesman, without whom there prob- 
ably would be no canal today, who 
told Gen. Davis, the first governor of 
the Canal Zone, that he wanted to 
disturb the business of Panama as little 
as possible. I doubt that the American 
people have a burning ambition to ex- 
terminate the commerce of our city. If 
the facts are laid before their repre- 
sentatives, I believe they will readily 
agree that the activities of the com- 
missaries can .be restricted without, 
at the same time, causing injury to the 
Panama canal or to the railroad or to 
any of the auxiliary works.” 


The smallest republic in the world, 
next to Haiti, Panama has a popula- 
tion of only half a million people~— 
the population of Washington, D. C. 
There are employed by the American 
government, on the railway and canal, 
2,197 Americans, and 4,375 foreigners. 
The population of the Canal Zone, 
at present, is 27,692—and the business 
done by the Panama canal in ahy one 
month approximates $2,500,000 profit to 
the American government. 

It is charged that a promiscuous use 
of privileges given by the commissaries 
in the Canal Zone, an abuse that per- 
mits of every Tom, Dick and Harry 
making purchases of articles far below 
their retail price, is putting the busi- 
ness of Panama on the rocks. 


Similar Charges Made Before. 


In the office of the Panama canal, 
in the munitions building, no knowl- 
edge whatsoever was possessed of cur- 
rent charges leveled against the com- 
missaries. It was pointed out, however, 
that various chambers of commerce 
throughout the country, notably the 
New York and San Francisco cham- 
bers, have taken action on similar 
charges at various times during the 
past few years and that on one occa« 
sion, answering the. president of the 
New York Chamber, M. L. Walker, gZOv- 
ernor of the Canal zone, furnished a 
copy of his letter to the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, excerpts of 
which follow:

SMALL RATE CUT CITED 


Deploring the “complete surrender” 
of the public utilities commission in 
compromising the rate valuation case 
with the Cheas & P ac Tele- 
phone Co., the Brightwood Citizens as- 
sociation last-night unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution protesting the action 
of the commission. 

“The compromise is a complete vic- 
tory for the telephone company,” said 
William McK. Clayton, who introduced 
the resolution. 

“The two-year contract the commis- 
sion has made with the telephone com- 
pany in which telephone rates will re- 
main virtually unchanged; with the 
valuation of the telephone company’s 
property undetermined, is subject mat- 
ter of- severe criticism,” Clayton stated. 

He pointed out that several efit. be- 

i e- 
fore the Supreme court of the /)" trict 
that the telephone subscribers were 
losing approximately $600,000 annually 
by being overcharged by the telephone 
company. 

By the compromise with the com- 
mission, Clayton said, the telephone 
company will now reduce its charges 
less than $90,000-a year. The reduc- 
tion will be confined largely to one 
class of subscribers,.he stated, and the 
company will be allowed to maintain 
its ‘values established during the war. 

The commission also promised in 
the compromise, Clayton declared, not 
to request to telephone company to 
reduce its rates for the next two years. 

The telephone company is saving 
approximately $100,000 annually by the 
discontinuance of its radio broadcast- 
ing operations, Clayton said. This will 
more tHan cover the loss which it will 
sustain as a result of the compromise 
with the commission, he pointed out. 

“The utilities commission was re- 
cently authorized by Congress with am- 
ple power to protect and safeguard the 
interests of the people of the District, 
and the people should demand that 
they -do so,” Clayton said. 

The attitude of the utilities com- 
mission regarding one-man street cars 
also was criticized in a resolution 
adopted by the association. A letter 
from the commission warning the citi- 
zehs that unless the traction com- 
panies were allowed to replace a num- 
ber of their two-man cars with one- 
man cars, they probably would ask for 
an increased fare, and that the com- 
mission felt the increase should be 
granted was read before the resolu- 
tion was adopted.

NEW BOMBER-COMBAT 
PLANE TESTED HERE 


Combination Ship Capable of 
130-Mile Speed With 
Crew and Load. 


The new Martin bombing plane, 
capable of lifting a heavy load of bombs 
and still acting as a combat ship, has 
arrived at the naval air station at Ana- 
costia from Cleveland and was given a 


demonstration yesterday, with Lieut. S. 
W, Callaway as pilot. Rear Admiral W. 
A. Moffett and other officials of the bu- 
reau of aeronautics witnessed the per- 
formance and were apparently satisfied. 
The plane made its first trip in Cleve- 
land two weeks ago. 

The ship, a biplane, developed by 
Glenn L. Martin, Cleveland, has a 525- 
horsepower air-cooled engine and can 
carry a full military load, including 
either a 2,000-pound torpedo or bomb 
of the same weight, with crew, fuel 
and armament, the total weight being 
7,200 pounds, or 2,000 pounds lighter 
than the present torpedo and bombing 
Plane. Its speed is 130 miles an hour 
and it can: cruise nine hours on one 
load of fuel. 

The framework is of métal, covered 
with fabric, and the bomber’s cockpit 
is in front, immediately behind the en- 
gine, the pilot being seated behind the 
bomber, with the machine gunner a 
few feet back on the fuselage. The 
ship carries three men as a bomber or 
five on scouting work. Its wing spread 
is 53 feet. and its length 37 feet.

New York, May 13 (By A. P.).—Con- | 
siderable variation exists in design, size 


and equipment in the three planes now 
poised on Long Island flying fields for 
proposed nonstop flights to Paris. 


About the only points of similarity 


among the Bellanca entry, Columbia, 
the Ryan plane, Spirit of St. Louis, and 
the Fokker, America, are that all are 
monoplanes and are equipped with 
Wright Whirlwind motors. The Amer- 
ica has three of these while each of 
the others has only one. 

The Fokker plane in which Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd plans the 
crossing is by far the largest. It is of 
wood and cloth construction, 48 feet 
long, with a wing spread of "’ feet and 
will carry 1,300 gallons of gasoline. Its 
cabin has room for three persons as 
well as observation instruments, radio 
and reserve supplies. It caries a col- 
lapsible boat and other safety devices. 

The “Columbia,” in which Bert 
Acosta and Clarence Chamberlin estab- 
lished a record for sustained flight and 
in which Chamberlin and Lloyd Ber- 
taud expect to hop across the ocean, 1s 
the lightest of the three, weighing I,- 
850 pounds. It-is 26 feet 6 inches long 
and has a wing spread of 46 feet 6 
inches. It is a metal plane and its 
cabin is equipped to carry two, with a 
small observation compartment and 
room on the shell of the gas tank for 
one man to sleep. it is fitted with a 
radio set and a sextant and carries 322 
gallons of gasoline. 

The Ryan plane, “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
in which Capt. Charles A. Lindbergh 
flew in record-breaking time across the 
continent, weighs 5,000 pounds and has 
a body of metal d wings of wood. It 
has a wing spread of 46 feet. It can 
carry 425 gallons of gasoline and 28 
gallons of oil. Its cabin will hold only 
one man and Lindbergh plans to make 
the flight alone. It is equipped with a 
pneumatic raft in case of a forced de- 
scent at sea.

London, May 13 (By A. P.).—Rupture

The present tension in relations be- 
tween Great Britain and the soviet gov- 
ernment has arisen from the raid yes-

A protest against the raid was 
lodged this morning with Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, foreign secretary, by A.

Raiders from Scotland Yard stil’ were 
in possession of Arcos house tonight and 
were continuing their search of the 
safes, vaults and voluminous records 
of Arcos, Ltd. An atmosphere of sec- 


recy regarding the raid and its results 
continues to be preserved in govern- 
ment quarters. Some newspapers of 
antisoviet inclination make a sensation 
of the announcement that some rifles 
were found in the Arcos building. 


Home Secretary Questioned. 


Sir William Joynson-Hicks, home sec- 
reary, made the following statement 
about the raid when Arthur Henderson, 
laborite, aske for information regard- 
ing it in the house of commons today. 

“Information was placed before me 
on Wednesday evening by the police.

But the bulk of parliamentary opinion 
seems to support the secretary’s ap- 
proval of the request of the police for a 
search warrant. 


Pact Violation Charged. 


The strong worded protest of M 
Rosengolz to Sir Austen Chamberlain 


charging flagrant violation of the, 
Anglo-soviet trade argeement, assault- 
ing of soviet employes by the police 
and searching of women by the Scot- 
Land Yard men, brought little more in- 
formation from the foreign office than 
the home secretary gave out in com- 
mons. - 

It was merely stated that the raid 
was not an administrative measure— 
that is, the cabinet had nothing to do 
with its inception—but that the po- 
lice evidently had sufficient evidence 
to ask for a search warrant in the or- 
dinary course of their duties. With re- 
gard to M. Rosengolz’s charges that 
women were searched and employes as- 
saulted, it was stated that the foreign 
office lacks details of the raid, but is 
convinced that it was carried out in 
the best tradition of the British police. 

Government officials insist that they 
do not know whether the police are 
trying to locate some source of the sub- 
versive propaganda which is said to be 
constantly spread over the country, or 
whether they are atempting to break 
up a nest of foreign spies. Regardless 
of the outcome of the search, serious 
consequences are seen as possible. If 
evidence is found. Great Britain may 
be forced to take some such action as 
the severance of relations, while if the 
search is fruitless, the soviet govern- 
ment may take action. 


Raid Called Provocative. 


The Associated Press was informed 
in soviet official quarters here today 
that the soviet belief is that the raid 
was largely a provocative action on 
the part of the British government 
which recently has been “more and 
more swayed by the die-hards, who 
have been fostering a campaign for 
breaking off relations with Russia.” 

Whether the Moscow government 
will dismiss the incident for the sake 
of continuing relations with great 
Britain remains to be seen. ‘ 

The soviet officials maintain that 
there is nothing to be found in Arcos 
house but trade statistics and a mass 
of commercial correspondence. It is 
remarked in some British official 
quarters that the soviet representa- 
tives are preparing the alibi of “forged 
documents” for use in case of any 
damaging discoveries. M. Rosengolz’s 
protest today pointed out that the raid 
was conducted, for the most part, 
without any soviet officials being 
present. 

The foreign office denies M. Rosen- 
golz’s contention that the soviet trade 
agent enjoyed diplomatic immunity 
and privileges. It is stated that the 
trade agent has personal immunity, 
protecting him from arrest or personal 
search, but this immunity does not 
extend to his offices or property.

Des Moines, Iowa, May 12 (By A.

Nead Redfield, S. Dak., Walter Chris- 
man, alleged bootlegger, killed two 
officers seeking his arrest and then 
killed himself. 

Sayles Hastings, 50-year-old far:ner, 
shot a neighbor after an argument and 
then killed himself on his farm ‘near 
Cleveland, N. Dak. 

Chrisman had been sought since May 
5 for wounding a prohibition enforce- 
ment agent investigating charges that 
he was a bootlegger. Receiving word 
that Chrisman was at his farm ,house 
near here, four officers went to arrest 
him. Two of the officers—Carl Bintli, 
of Mitchell, Federal prohibition agent, 
and Charles Halpin, Aberdeen, deputy 
state sheriff—were shot down when 
they approached Chrisman’s barn, the 
assailant fleeing. 

Within three hours 400 men in posses 
were searching for Chrisman, who took 


| refugee in a straw stack on the Dave 


Jones farm, about five miles from 
the Chrisman home. There he killed 
himself. 

The victim of the shooting near 
Cleveland was W. F. Flint, whose eldest 
son was married to Hastings’ eldest 
daughter. His son, Roy Flint, also was 
wounded in the chest. Hastings had 
quarreled with Flint, according to the 
former’s son, Ronald, regarding pos- 
session of sgme horses. After shooting 
Flint, Hastings went to his own home, 
told members of his family of the 
shooting, and then went to the granary, 
where he killed himself as a _ posse 
of national guardsmen approached the 
building. 

In the search for Chrisman, one of 
the first to join the posse was United 
States Senator Peter Norbeck, who lives 
in Redfield. He was set to watch a 
bridge. 

Halpin, one of Chrisman’s victims, 
was a former Notre Dame football ‘play- 
er, and in the world war was twice 
cited for bravery in action. After the 
war he was in the Federal secret serv- 
ice for a time. He was 29 years old.

Of Indiana, lies critically ill at her 
home here tonight suffering from toxic 
encephalitis and bronchial pneumonia.

Today’s development of toxic en- 
cephalitis was described by attending 
physicians as a poisonous condition af- 
pocning the brain and the nervous sys- 
em.

HOPLESSNESS AND GRIEF 
VISIBLE ON THEIR FACES 


Removal to Sing Sing Delayed 
Until Monday So They Can 
Arrange Affairs. 


New York, May 13 (By A. P.).—Taut 
and silent, with never a glance. for 
each other, Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder 
and her erstwhile paramour, Henry 
Judd Gray, stood within arm’s reach 
of each other today while they were 
told they must die in the electric 
chair at Sing Sing the week of June 
20 for the murder of Mrs. Snyder’s 
husband, Albert Snyder, magazine art 
editor. 

Gray heard the sentence, read from 
notes by Justice Townsend Scudder, 
without a tremor, and his eyes peered 
through heavy lenses directly at the 
judge. But Mrs. Snyder, her hands 
clasping and unclasping and one foot 
rocking on the heel of a slipper, bowed 
her head 

They stood a few feet apart, these 
former lovers, as they heard the State’s 
voice demand their lives in forfeit for 
that of Albert Snyder, whom they slew 
as he slept. They had testified to a 
love that could not be restrained, and, 
as the State alleged, they had hopes 
of sharing $96,000 of insurance sur- 


reptitiously obtained on Albert Sny- 
der’s life 


Small Crowd Is Present. 


A smaller crowd than any day of 
their trial at Long Island City stood 
“at attention” as the death sentence 
was pronounced. The slayers’ backs 
were turned to “their public,” and only 
reporters who squeezed into spaces be- 
Side the bench saw the hopelessness 
and grief written upon their faces. 
Their attorneys replied. for them when 
they were asked if they had aught. to 
say before court imposed sentence, and 
the words of the attorneys were, ‘‘Noth- 
ing at this time.” 

Sentence pronounced, the steely, 
blond Queens village housewife and 
the corset salesman were led back, one 
at a time, to the seclusion of the:r 
separate cells in Queens county jail. 
They will remain there until Monday, 
when they will be whisked away to 
Sing Sing’s deathhouse. 

Mrs. Snyder was sentenced first, and 
several moments elapsed before Gray’s 
fate was pronounced. 


Motions to: Set Aside Verdict. 


Brief motions asking that the verdict 
be set aside were made by attorneys 
for both before sentence. was pro- 
nounced. Justice Scudder immediately 
denied them. Notices of appeal were 
filed. By statute, those sentenced to 
death have the right to appeal directly 
to the court of appeals, avoiding the 
delay of laying their cases before the 
appellate division of the supreme court, 
as in the procedure in cases not in- 
volving the death penalty. 

Two months will be required, attor- 
neys said, for preparation of the ap- 
peals. 

It had been arranged that Mrs. Sny- 
der and Gray would be taken immedi- 
ately after sentence to Sing Sing, but

quest that Mrs. Snyder and Gray be 
permitted to remain in Queens county 
jail until Monday to arrange their 
affairs.

Defense Protests Against 
Motions Made by Govern- 
ment, Saying It Is Ready. 


PEREMPTORY ORDER 
IS MADE BY JUDGE 


Government Contends It 
Needs Testimony of Certain 
Witnesses to Prove Case. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Government special counsel, Atlee 
Pomerene and Owen J. Roberts, succeed- 
ed again in postponing the Fall-Sinclair 
conspiracy trial, despite efforts of de- 
fense counsel to have their clients, 
Former Secretary of the Interior Albert 
B. Fall and Harry F. Sinclair, oil mag- 
nate, tried on May 23, the date set by 
Justice William Hitz in April. 

After brief arguments yesterday, Jus- 
tice Hitz granted the government’s mo- 
tion for another continuance, but in 
setting October 17 as the new date, the 
judge sought to cut short further delzy 
by preemptorily ordering the case to be 
tried on that day. Chief Justice of the 
District Supreme Court Walter I, Mc- 


Coy, or Associate Justice Frederick L. 
Siddons will be the presiding Judge ~t 
the trial in October. 

Before granting the motion Justice 
Hitz inquired as to the effect this would 
have on the government subpena which 
has been served on Henry M. Blackmer, 
former president of the Midwest Refin- 
ing Co., and one of the witnesses which 
the government has asserted it desired 
to reach. Blackmer who has been in 
Europe for more than two years and has 
been adverse to returning and becom- 
ing involved in the long-drawn-out 
litigation, is presumably ready to appear 
as a witness on May 23, defense coun- 
sel claimed, but the subpena which the 
government has served upon him is no 
longer binding. It will be necessary 
for the government to serve another 
subpena upon him for October 17. 


Both Willing to Testify. 


It is said that both Blackmer and 
James E. O’Niel, former president of the 
Prairie Gas & Oil Co., are willing to tes- 
tify if they can have some reasonable 
assurance that they will not be called 
upon to mortgage months if not years 
of their time in connection with the 
protracted proceedings. 

Government counsel contend that the 
testimony of these witnesses may throw 
light on the operations of the Conti- 
nental Trading Co., Ltd., a Canadian 
corporation, bonds of which are alleged 
to have been received by Fall. Black- 
mer and O’Neil have already stated that 
their testimony would not bear out 
the government’s expectations. . 

Owen J. Roberts made a brief argu- 
ment when Justice Hitz convened court 
at 10:22 o’clock yesterday morning. At- 
lee Pomerene was not here, as civil 
proceedings in connection with the 
Pan-American receivership required his 
presence in Los Angeles. Roberts prom- 
ised that if Justice Hitz would grant 
a delay until October 17 he would not 
again ask postponement on the ground 
that needed government withnesses 
were missing. 


Continuance Is Opposed. 


Seorge P. Hoover, of Sinclair coun- 
sel, opposed the motion for.a continu- 
ance and pointed out that Blackmer 
hai been served and that the govern- 
ment could prove through his testi- 
mony any facts which testimony by 
O'Neil might be expected to disclose 
relative to the Continental Trading Co. 
O’Neil’s testimony would be merely “cu- 
mulative,” Hoover contended, adding 
that courts do not grant continuances 
merely to obtain cumulative testimony. 
Hoover also maintainec that .govern- 
ment counsel had not stated the facts 
they expected to disclose through the 
testimony of these witnesses nor had 
the government shown that any such 
testimony would be material to the 
case at issue. 

Roberts repl'ci that the government 
was under a burden to prove its case 
beyond a reasonable doubt, and that 
every opportunity to obtain needed 
witnesses should be granted. 

“What will happen if Blackmer comes 
here?” aske Justice Hitz. 

Roberts, who had previously stated 
that Blackmer had been served on a 
train going from Nice to Monte Carlo, 
replied that all witnesses would be 
communicated with and told not to 
come, 

Leahy Asks About Funds. 


William E. Leahy, of counsel for Fall, 
asked whether there would be some 
assurance that funds would be avail- 
able in October or whether lack of 
funds would be used as a reason for 
a still further delay. Roberts said the 
Department of Justice would provide 
the necessary funds despite the fact 
that the special fund appropriated by 
Congress for the oil cases goes back 
to the Treasury on June 30 because 
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Says Coolidge Will Run 


No Other Man Within His| 


Memory Has Possessed 
Such a Popular Hold on 
the People, Says Former 
United States Senator. 


Democrats Will Approve 
Gov. Smith After Plays 
for Their Favorite Sons, 
Forecaster, Here on His 
Usual Visit, Declares. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 
There is not a doubt in the world 
that President Coolidge will run again 
and be the next President, Chauncey 
M. Depew, the country’s foremost near- 


centenarian, declared yesterday. Here 
with Mrs. Depew on one of his periodi- 
cal visits, the venerable commentator 
said he did not know of any other man 
within his memory who had such a 
popular hold on the country as Mr. 
Coolidge. 

He believes Gov. Smith of New York 
will be the Democratic nominee. 

Explaining that until a politician is 
90 years old his fellow politicians look 
upon him as a potential candidate and 
talk with him of their plans guardedly, 
but that after that age they consider 
him a “shelved patriarch” and talk 
with him freely. Mr. Depew said he had 
nowhere heard any suggestion that Mr. 
Coolidge would not be a candidate in 
1928. It is inevitable and other Repub- 
lican aspirants have become reconciled 
to it, he said. 

The third term issue, in Mr. Depew’s 
opinion, is dead, and “it is a good thing 
that it is.” The tradition never meant 
that © Vice President elevated to the 
Presidency could not twice be elected 
anyway, he said. 

The psychology of national conven- 
tions—and he recalled that he had 
been observing them for a long, long 
time—will nominate Gov. Smith after 
his party’s conclave has quit’making a 


of the failure of the deficiency bill 
during the Senate filibuster. 

Martin W. Littleton, of Sinclair 
counsel called attention to the “snail's 
pace” with which the arrangements for 
the trial of his client were proceeding 
and said that the indictment had been 
returned 214 years ago and that now 
more delay was asked by the govern- 
ment, 

“That may be Philadelphia speed,” 
Littleton said, adding that it did not 
suit him or his client. 

“It’s a Philadelphia lawyer,” re- 
marked Justice Hitz jokingly from the 
bench, and Roberts joined in the gen- 
eral laughter. 


Roberts Leaves Loophole. 


As Roberts had left a loophole for 
the government to again ask post- 
ponement when the case comes up in 
October, Littleton asked that the trial 
be peremptorily set for October 17. 
Roberts then said he only meant to 
guard against the contingency of some 
of counsel being ill at that time in 
not making the date absolutely bind- 
ing. 

“Do you want the government to pre- 
scribe that nobody shall fall ill?” Jus- 
tice Hitz asked Littleton. 

“Nobody but the government coun- 
sel and their witnesses,” Littleton re- 
plied, with a broad smile, 

Justice Hitz will impose, sentence on 
Sinclair in the Senate contempt case 
next Friday.

Political. circumstances during the 
Taft-Roosevelt campaign furnished cir- 
cumstantial background to the report 
from the beginning. Winthrop Murray 
Crane, political mentor of the President 
in those days, was an ardent supporter 
of Taft. It is considered likely that he 
had a guiding hand in the circulation 
of the antithird term petition, and 
that if Crane so desired State Senator 
Coolidge would have signed. 

In his statement yesterday O’Shea 
ssid that as a part of the Taft cam- 
paign in Massachusetts he circulated 
the antithird term petition among 
prominent Republicans and obtained 
tre signature of Calvin Coolidge. One 
copy of the document, he said, was 
still in his files and he will make it 
public at the “proper time.” 


Petition in Record. 


The text of the resolution, bearing 
the sienature of the late Senator Blair, 
as printed in the Congressional Record 
of May 16, 1912, said in part: 

“Believing that the framers of the 
Constitution acted wisely in providing, 
after long and careful deliberation, that 
the term of the President should be for 
the period of four years and that the 
unwritten law which prohibits any per- 


son to hold that office a third term 


should be made‘a part of the written 
Constitution, I do respectfully petition 
that during the present session you will 
submit to the States for their action a 
joint resolution proposing to amend 
Article II of the Constitution so as to 
provide that: 

“*No person who has held the office 
of President for two terms, or for any 
of two terms, whether consecutive or 
otherwise, shall thereafter be eligible to 
be chosen to the office of President or 
Vice President.’ ’”’ 


NICARAGUAN LIBERALS 
DENY A SETTLEMENT 


New Imposition of Force Is All 
That Has Taken Place, Say 


Sacasa Delegates. 


Panama, May 13 (By A. P.).—Pass- 
ing through the Panama canal yester- 
day on_the way from Managua to 
Puerto Cabezas aboard the United 
States destroyer Preston, the liberal 
Nicaraguan peace delegates made the 
statement that “nothing is settled; 
what has prevailed is new imposition 
of force.” 

The delegates recently were in con- 
ference with Henry L. Stimson, repre- 
sentative of President Coolidge. They 
are on the way to report to the liberal 
president, Juan B. Sacasa, on the re- 
sult of the parleys. 

They said that Gen. Moncada, liberal 
commander, who recently arranged 
with Mr. Stimson for the laying down 
of the liberal arms, had completely de- 
feated the forces of Diaz, conservative 
president, which had withdrawn from 
the neck of land separating the great 
lakes. This territory, they added, kad 
been occupied by United States forces.

point of acting for the good of the. 
party, Mr. Depew said. 

It is still a firm belief in the minority 
party, he said, that it can not win 
without carrying New York. Smith has 
demonstrated that he can carry New 
York and this will be his greatest as- 
set, according to Mr. Depew. But after 
this asset serves to get him the nomi- 
nation it will be of no more good, for 
he can not carry it against President 
Coolidge. 


Everybody is doing well in New York, 
he said. The man in the street -is 
making a satisfactory living and the 
conditions that bring this happy situa- 
tion about are attributed to President 
Coolidge, he explained. 

Discussing Smith’s availability for 
the Democratic nomination, he said 
that no other members: of the minority 
party, save Tilden, Cleveland and Wil- 
son, had reached the position which he 
has.

“What do you mean by able?” he 
asked. “The business man is measured 
by his ability to control business; other 
men by their ability to get things done. 
Well, Mr. Coolidge has made astounding 
progress in the liquidation of the coun- 
try’s war debt. He promised that ne 
would make thrift and economy in gov- 
ernment popular and he has done it. 
He has accomplished the things he 
wanted. I would therefore call him an 
able man.” 

As to whether he is a statesman, Mr. 
Depew declared there is nothing more 
statesmanlike than to balance the ne- 
tion’s budget. “Certainly he has done 
this,” he said. 

Mr. Coolidge does not try to set him- 
self up as a “leader’’ of Congress, Mr. 
Depew said, but he has the faculty of 
stating something that. he wants done 
in “plain, concise language” and having 
the country agree with him that it 
should be done. As a result it is done, 
Mr. Depew said. 

The Senate has its good and bad 
spells in Mr. Depew’s opinion, but he 
does not share the belief that it is 
“degencrating.” Looking backward: to 
his twelve years’ service in that body 
he often thinks there were. perhans 
abler men in the body at that time, 
but the “Senate is still a very strong 
body.” 

As to the Senate’s collective strength 
he considered it to be at a rather low 
ebb when Woodrow Vilson was Presi- 
dent. While there may have been 
greater individual senators than at 
present, the Senate was but a rubber 
stamp for Wilson, he said. Mr. Wilson 
set himself up as a leader, and big and 
small men alike in the Senate simply 
followed him. 

The Democratic party finally has 
come to be “proud” of Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, he said. At first it con- 
sidered him as sort of a radical, but it 
has~-at last come to an appreciation of 
his greatness. He does not, however, 
consider the senator stretgically located 
enough to get the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination. | 

‘Bre series of election scandals has 
not lowered the venerable man’s faith 
in Democracy, and he is far from being 
a member of that school which thinks 
Democracy has been a failure. 

“Ours is’ the only government to go 
150 years without a radical change in 
its Constitution,” he said, explaining 
that he did not consider the eighteenth 
and nineteenth amendments as com- 
ing within the meaning of his term. 
Every other government has radically 
revised its constitution from one to 
twenty times, he said. 

“We can go into any world confer- 
ence and say we speak with the author- 
ity of a government that has not al- 
tered its form for 150 years.” , 

Mr. Depew does not believe prohibi- 
tion will be an issue next year. Neither 
party will take it up, he said. 

And finally, he believes “humanity 
is getting better and better every day.”

Smith's letter setting forth his position 
as an Americkn Catholic:in political 
life, the correspondent concludes: 
“Gov. Smith’s answer has untipped 
many of his opponents’ arrows. Many 
newspapers, although unfavorable to 
Catholicism, have showered approval 
and praise upon the governor. The 
attempt made to shake his popularity 
has had the effect only of augmenting 
it. Anyway it is not a case of speaking 
of Gov. Smith’s candidature for the

| Cotton Textile Industry

Atlantic City, N. J., May 13 (By A. 
P.).—Capping a day’s suggestions for 
betterment of the textile industry, 
William B. MacColl, of Pawtucket, R. 
I., president of the National Associa- 
tion of Cotton Manufacturers, tonight 
declared. that cotton manufacturers 
should have the right “to organize to 
regulate production and establish uni- 
form cost standards under proper gov- 
ernment control.” 

The declaration was made at the 
joint banquet of the national associa- 
tion, composed of Northern mills and 
the American Cotton Manufacturers as- 
sociation, whose membership comes 
from the South.

At the same time the Red Cross ¢on- 
tinues its battle against disease. Re- 
ports received at national headquarters 
here yesterday from workers in the 
flood zone stated that between 75 and 
80 per cent of all refugees had been 


inoculated with antityphoid serum. 

The Red Cross has stationed 92 
nurses and 58 doctors in the flooded 
region to protect the health of the 
thousands of flood victims and to care 
for those stricken with disease. It is 
estimated that 112 counties have. suf- 
fered in the flood which has affected 
seven States. 

The Red Cross meanwhile is prepar- 
ing for another activity. As soon as 
the waters recede, it is said, the Red 
Cross will supply the farmers with seed 
for planting crops, as well as feed for 
their stock, and will take other meas- 
ures to insure their proper rehabilita- 
tion. 

The Red Cross received what is prob- 
ably the most unusual contribution 
yet made yesterday. A Maryland donor. 
who described herself as a “laundry 
woman” ‘earning her livelihood “by 
hard work,” sent $50 as the combined 
contribution of herself and her son. 

Local collections continued to soar 
and last night had reached $118,099 
nearly $30,000 more than the double 
quota of $90,000. Washington has made 
one of the best records in the country 
in contributing to the fund. Addi- 
tional thousands are yet to be received. 
The unusual benefit performance, at 
Poli’s theater last night is expected to 
net a considerable sum. 

Contributions totaling $42 were re- 
ceived by The Post yesterday toward 
the fund, bringing the total amount 
collected by The Post to $4,158.05. 
Contributions are received and turned 
over to the Red Cross daily by The 
Post.

W. J. Harahan, president of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio railroad, went 
through another round of” cross- 
examination yesterday at the Interstate 
Commerce Commission hearing on the 
proposal of his road to acquire control 
of the Erie and Pere Marquette sys- 
tems, and later two other Chesapeake 
& Ohio officials, G. D. Brook, general 
manager, and F. M. Whittaker, traffic 
vice president, offered testimony as to 
what they believed the merger would 
accomplish. 

Brook and Whittaker were put on 
the stand after H. W. Anderson, attor- 
ney for_the group of Chesapeake & 
Ohio minority stockholders opposed to 
the consolidation plan, had concluded, 
for the time being, his examination cf 
Harahan. He also questioned Brook, 
who had given estimates of the econo- 
mies in operation he said he expected 
from the merger, but deferred cross- 
examination of Whittaker. 

Whittaker declared the Chesapeake 
& Ohio found it necessary*to extend its 
system by thé purchase of connections 
and terminals to sustain itself against 
competition of the great Eastern trunk 
lines, such as the New York Central and 
the Pennsylvania. 

Brook calculated that the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio could move coal into 
Chicago for 45 cents less a ton by 
utilizing the Erie west of Marion, Ohio, 
instead of its own lines from Cincin- 
nati, to Chicago’. At Chicago, Marion 
and Toledo, he estimated that large 
sums annually could be saved by the 
railroads if they operated as a unit 
and made the best possible mutuai 
disposition of their facilities.

THE FIGHT FOR BUSINESS. 
States produces more manu- 


any other country 


The United

The annual value of American 


goods than in 


countries. 
manufactured commodities is placed at up- 
ward of $60,000,000,000, and the volume: is 
still increasing. 

The volume of manufactures produced per 
person engaged in manufacturing increased 
nearly 50 per cent from 1899 to 1925, re- 
flecting a growth of nearly 180 per cent in 
quantity. Growth in output per person is 
attributed to increasing utilization of ma- 
chinery and power, the introduction of labor- 
saving devices and methods, the elimination 
of waste, the growth of mass production, and 
planning in relation to markets, 

The tendency in American‘ production of 
manufactured goods is also toward standardi- 
zation and fewer styles and sizes, so as to 
permit large production with the least pos- 
sible number of changes, which increase cost 
and waste time and energy. 

American manufactures are’ the wonder of 
the industrial world. Sixty years ago they 
barely supplied American wants, which then 
were meager as compared with today, the 
consuming power of the Americfén people hav- 
ing increased fivefold in 60 years, 

Today, American manufactures not only 
supply a domestic market consuming more 
than $50,000,000,000 worth, but also supply 
the needs of other countries to the extent of 
more than $10,000,000,000 in value, 

The fight for foreign markets is becoming 
active as European manufacturing countries 
increase their output. Some of them have a 
surplus which collides with the American sur- 
plus. How will Americans compete with Eu- 
roe in world markets? 

Some foolish American manufacturers lis- 
ten to. the siren song of Europeans who sug- 
gest that Europe Gan not pay its debts to the 
United States unless they can seH in the 
American market. These American manu- 
facturers are half inclined to think that the 
United States tariff should be reduced, so that 
European goods may flow in while American 
surplus goods are flowing out. They think 
the process will enlarge the foreign demand 
for American goods. 

The dog that dropped a bone to reach for 
the shadow of a bone in the water was wise 
compared with these Americans, They would 
sacrifice their 90 per cent home business for 
the sake of trying to increase their 10 per 
cent foreign business. 

American manufactures can compete with 
foreign manufactures in outside markets, be- 
cause American goods are well -made and 
cheaply produced by machinery in immense 
quantities. If Americans will study foreign 
markets and adapt themselves to foreign pecu- 
liarities in shipping, credit and styles, they 
can beat thé foreigner. In general, the Ameri- 
can is inferior to thé German, Britisher or 
Frenchman in adapting himself to his foreign 
market. He relies too much upon the quality 
of his goods and too little upon expert sales- 
manship. He is intolerant of foreign credit 
methods. He tries to force American methods 
upon foreign customers. 

If American manufacturers continue to in- 
erease their surplus and expect to sell it 
abroad in competition with experienced Euro- 
peans who are back on the job, the Americans 
* must study their markets better and must 
modify their credit practices to suit the pecu- 
es of the country with which they are 
dealing.” They can get their share of the busi- 
ness if they are willing to do this, but they 
> need not expect South Americans and Chinese 
4 to change the habits of centuries merely to 
4 favor Americans. 


ONTARIO QUITS PROHIBITION. 


Monday will mark the end of the experi- 
| ment in prohibition of the sale of liquors in 
’ Ontario. Under the law enacted by the provin- 
' cial legislature May 15 was designated as the 
' day upon which the sale of intoxicants might 
‘ be resumed. All sales will be made under 
- licenses which will assure the bulk of the 
' profits to the government of the province, and 
" such sales may be made only ‘“‘to be consumed 
_ elsewhere than on the premises of the vendor.” 
Ps hus the people of Ontario have abolished 
M4 ye saloon, and instead of trying to change

“holic stimulants, which has existed since the 
days of Noah, the Canadians will “regulate” 
‘consumption in a manner calculated to assure 

temperance.

A very large percentage of its population is 
composed of people of foreign birth or 
parentage, who have always regarded wine 
and malt beverages as natural components of 
their diet. Hundreds of such families will 
make their- homes during the summer in the 
province of Ontario where, after Monday next, 
it will again be lawful to purchase liquor. 


IMMORAL BOOKS. 


Gen, Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury in charge of customs, has ruled that 
certain books already imported may be al- 


lowed to enter, notwithstanding their ques- 
tionable character, but that similar importa- 
tions will be seized and forfeited. The books 
in question are ‘‘The Arabian Nights” and 
Boccaccio’s ‘‘Decameron,” both in unexpur- 
gated editions. 

The ruling has raised the temperature of 
certain ‘“‘liberals’’ who fear that the liberties 
of the American people are to be trampled 
upon by petty bureaucrats setting themselves 
up as censors. These guardians of liberty 
point to the Bible as a work that could be 
classified as immoral. Unable to draw a line 
themselves, they contend that no line what- 
ever should be drawn; that no official ‘‘cen- 
sorship’’ can be set up without encroaching 
upon the freedom of the press, and so on. 

The law for many years has prohibited the 
importation of immoral books. If the Treas- 
ury has been lax in enforcing this law, it is 
high time that it should reform its practice, 
in view of the flood of filthy literature that is 
imported. 

There is no question of the liberty of the 
press involved in this matter. The law pro- 
hibiting the importation of immoral books and 
pictures is the will of the people. Obscenity 
is not the equivalent of liberty in any sense. 
The Constitution declares that Congress: shall 
‘make no taw against freedom of speech or the 
liberty of the press, but slander and libel are 
crimes, and so is obscenity. Slander, libel, 
and obscenity are outrages of liberty, and if 
protected by law they would destroy freedom 
of speech and of the press. 

No one need fear that a censor in Wash- 
ington will ever encroach upon freedom of 
speech or of the press. The danger is in 
the other direction, as witness the spread of 
obscene publications through the mails and 
custom houses. The Treasury and Postoffice 
authorities will be sustained by the public, 
instead of being condemned, when they im- 
partially suppress immoral publications in 
pursuance of law. If they should make a 
mistake in .any case, the courts will furnish 
a remedy. 


MUSIC FOR MILLIONS. 


Walter Damrosch, former director of the 
New York Symphony orchestra, has been re- 
tained by the National Broadcasting Co. to 
act as musical counsel. In the newly created 
position he will officiate in all matters relating 
to higher musical activities and will attempt 
to extend orchestral music by radio through- 
out the country. This constitutes the first 
step toward organization of the great ‘“uni- 
versity of the air’? about which so much has 
been heard. Mr. Damrosch proposes to give 
a series of 24 orchestral concerts, with ex- 
planatory remarks on the works presented and 
on the instruments used by members of the 
symphony orchestra. The concerts will be 
carried direct to 35 stations for rebroadcast- 
ing, and will be carefully graded for ele- 
mentary school students, high school students 
and college students. 

Mr. Damrosch’s efforts to bring genuine 
music to the public are already well known, 
particularly in the Eastern States: He has 
been listened to with avidity during his weekly 
recitals. His radio appearances have , been 
pleasurably anticipated by thousands. 

In all probability Mr. Damrosch will find 
himself speaking to many millions. He wiil 
reach the. country districts, and forgotten 
corners of great cities into which music sel- 
dom penetrates. What an opportunity, what 
a lifework for any one man! What satisfac- 
tion there will be in the accomplishment of 
bringing the solace and beauty of music to 
the millions whom so far the muse has not 
been able to reach! : 


DEATH TOLL OF THE ROAD. 


Since January 1, 1922, according to a survey 
recently completed by the American Road 
Builders association, more than 100,000 per- 
sons have been killed in highway accidents in 
this country. . At least one-third of these were 
school children. During: the same five-year 
period more than 3,000,000 additional in- 
dividuals have been sent to the hospital for 
injuries received in highway accidents, and 
more than $2,000,000,000 worth of. property 
has been damaged. One casualty occurs on the 
roads every 42 seconds. 

These are startling figures, particularly 
when shown by comparison. During the five 
years just passed, an equivalent of practically 
one-fifth of Washington’s population has been 
killed, and during the same period more than 
as many people as there are in all of Indiana 
or Iowa have been injured. 

No matter what the cause of these acci- 
dents, there is but one remedy, and that is 
education. A fool-proof automobile can not 
be built—any piece of machinery is potentially 
dangerous. Industry has been able to educate 
the, operators of its maehines in the least 
dangerous methods of handling them, however, 
and it is not unreasonable to suppose that if a 
safety-first pyagram were brought to the at- 
tention of every man, woman and child in the 
country a betterment of highway conditions 
would soon follow. ‘The directors of the asso- 
ciation have approved a national highway 
safety campaign and have authorized an appro- 


| priation to defray its cost. Such an under- 
| taking, properly put on, would necessitate the 


expenditure of a vast sum of money—much 
more than has been appropriated by the asso- 
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ever, from whiclfa more than adequate return | 
‘would be received. Millions of dollars should 


be raised for the education of the public in the 
prevention of the death toll of the highways. 


BUS TERMINALS. 

Joseph A. Warren, police commissioner of 
New York city, has advised motor bus op- 
erators that after August 1 they will no longer 
be permitted to use the. streets for terminals 
or waiting rooms. In his order calling upon 


them to establish private garages and termi- 
nals he says that with the rapid multiplication 
of buses within the last two or three years, 
abuse of the streets has brought about in- 
creased danger to pedestrians and other 
drivers, and has been responsible for conges- 
tion resulting in loss of time and money to the 
general public. 

The statement is of local interest, because 
Washington before long will face the same 
problem. New York knows what traffic con- 
gestion really is. If in any city the mythical 
automobile saturation point has been reached 
that city is New York, Washington’s conges- 
tion problem already has assumed major pro- 
portions and gives every indication of in- 
creasing daily. Parked buses, making use 
of as they do several times as much street 
space as the private mptor car, are to a con- 
siderable degree responsible. 

There is no reason why bus operators should 


| be given the unusual privilege of appropriating 


curb space for their private gain. Streets. are 
public property, and no one has a right to 
utilize them exclusively. Some relief was ac- 
corded during the winter, when a number of 
lines moved their terminals to a waiting room 
provided in the downtown section by private 
capital. Nevertheless, other lines continue to 
use public. property, despite the fact that it 
would be to the convenience of the public to 
have all lines operating from & central termi- 
nal. Sooner or later Washington will have 
to follow New York’s lead, and the sooner the 
step is taken the better it will be. 


LONDON, THE NIMROD’S PARADISE, 


For many weeks the people of England have 
been circulating all sorts of attractive litera- 


ture designed to attract’ American visitors 
away from the continent and into the highways 
and by-ways of the ‘“‘tight little island.’’ But 
until now the bait has taken the form of pic- 
tures and descriptions of rural England, Scot- 
land and Wales, with reference to the histori- 
cally interesting spots which abound in al 
sections of the kingdom. 

Deer-stalking in’the highlands and grouse 


shooting on the, moors have been graphically | 


described and the glories of fox-hunting have 
not been negiected. Now the Britishers have 
gone one step further and have undertaken 
to prove that there is plenty of sport for the 
Nimrod right in the heart of London. 

According to an Associated Press dispatch 
London is simply overrun by, wild game. It 
all comes about through the rapid growth of 
the metropolis into the suburbs. Having been 
caught napping, as it were, rabbits and hares 
gambol in the streets. Hedgehogs, which are 
the British species of porcupines, are common 
in some of the suburbs, and frequently visit 
the city proper, if we are to believe the yarn. 
It is even asserted that foxes are seen within 
a féw miles of Piccadilly and that even deer 
stray cityward from Epping forest. Summing 
up the attractions that London offers, the cor- 
respondent states that ‘‘weasels, stoats, foxes, 
hares, hedgehogs, sly badgers and slier pole- 
cats are sighted within the greater London 
area.”’ 

Here appears to be the opportunity for 
some friend of Mr. Coolidge to add a few 
zoological specimens to the President’s private 
menagerie, while viewing Westminster Abbey. 


AVIATION ANTICIPATED. 


A visionary of the seventeenth century, who 
had an inventive mind and an unbounded im- 
agination, bodied forth a scheme for reaching 
the moon,’ which foreshadows in a remarkable 
way the accomplishments of twentieth century 
aviation. In 1638 John Wilkins, afterward 
master of Trinity college, Cambridge; dean of 
Ripon and Bishop of Chester, published ‘‘The 
Discovery of a New World,’”’ in which he en- 
deavored to prove that there is a habitable 
world in the moon. To the third edition, which 
appeared in 1640, he appended a ‘Discourse 
Concerning the Possibility of 
Thither.” In this appendix he discusses three 
possible ways of making the flight—the first 
by the use of wings applied to a man’s body, 
as angels are pictured and Mercury and Dae- 
dalus are feigned; the second by training a 
great bird, such as «Marco Polo mentions as 
being found in Madagascar, and riding him up, 
as Ganymede does upon an eagle. He thinks, 
however, that it is likely that neither of these 
ways is practical, and so he comes to his third 
solution of the problem, which, as couched in 
his own words, is as follows: 

If neither of these ways will serve, yet 
do I seriously, and upon good grounds, af- 
firm it possible to make a flying chariot, in 
which a man may sit, and give such a mo- 
tion unto it as shall convey him through 
the air. And this perhaps might be made 
large enough to carry divers men at the 
same time, together with food for their 
viaticum and commodities for traffic. It 
is not the bigness of anything in this kind 
that can hinder its motion, if the motive 
faculty be answerable thereto. We see a 
great ship swims as well as a small cork, 
and an eagle flies in the air as well as a 
little gnat. This engine may be contrived 
from the same principles by which Archy- 
tas made a wooden dove and Regiomonta- 
nus a wooden eagle. | 
This intelligent anticipation of future dis- 

coveries makes it seem a pity that Wilkins, in- 
stead of devoting himself to securing perpetual 
motion and devising one of the most ingenious 
of the impossible schemes for that end, did not 
apply himself to the invention of a flying ma- 
chine. He might have been beaten on the 
question of what he calls the ‘‘motive faculty,” 
for locomotion by steam or gasoline was then 
unknown, but his theoretical plans would have 
been at least interesting and possibly useful" 


He was steadfast in his belief that the thing 


could be done and one of his most cherished 
tenets he expressed when he said: “It is pos- 
sible for some of our posterity to find out a con- 
veyance to this other world, and, if there be 
inhabitants there, to have commerce with 
them.” We have not yet got as far as the 
imagination of Wilkins carried him; but who 
knows what the future holds in store? As he 
elsewher4 says, many things formerly supposed 
impossibld have actually been accomplished.

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OMEHOW I think there are more 
Saturdays on our calendar than | 
we know about—something is cer- 

tainly wrong, for it always seems to-be 
Saturday and the day to plan our Sun- 
day dinner. The weeks fly for us here 
at the studio; we are either rushing to 
get our cook books out to the friends 
who write to us for them or rushing 
to get our mail up—or rushing to. test 
recipes—or rushing for the shopping 
column, and the result is that we are 
rushing always toward Saturday and 
the Sunday menu—and as for myself— 
I think that there are no other days 
in the week any more—all Saturdays. 

It is the cry of the housekeeper— 
fand incidentally a subtitle to a very 
good book on the subject of food- 
stuffs)—but even here I ask, “What 
shall we have for dinner?” Sometimes, 
frequently in fact, we have menu sug- 
géstions from our friends that are im- 
mediately incorporated in our column, 
and I long for these suggestions as 
they keep me from the rut with which 
we are constantly threatened here at 
the studio, and than which nothing is 
more deadly. Send me suggestions— 
help me plan these menus that go out 
to our friends through our column. Or 
shall we have a contest of best menus, 
that I may have your suggestions by 
the hundreds to incorporate in the col- 
umn? 

Beginning Tuesday, provided we over- 
take today the list of requested recipes 
for the column, I am going to pass 
along to you a few at a time the good 
recipes for fish dishes that came to us 
at the time of the contest, but that 
were not prize-winning recipes. We 
shall give each recipe with the hame 
of the contributor. If any one fears 
that she may open the morning paper 
one fair day to find that her name, be- 
cause of her good fish _ recipes, 
has burst into print—when she does 
not want her name in print—will she 
communicate with me now that I may 
check her recipe as one to be printed 
with initials only? 

Shall we have a_ stuffed, baked 
chicken for dinner tomorrow—and with 
it a recipe for chicken curry that will 
serve to do away with the remnants 
of the fowl. We have not had a 
chicken on our menu for some time, if 
I dex regs correctly.

We have had our recipe for the Jel- 
lied soup and for our stuffed chicken. 
The asparagus and fresh peas explain 
themselves, but the salad, simple as 
it sounds, may need a word or two. 

We recall that when we prepare fresh 
cucumbers for the table (to be eaten 
raw), we are first to peel them, to run 
long lines from end to end down their 
sides with the point of the knife, and 
* then to slice them very thinly, ‘as thin- 
ly as we can, and let them stand in 
salted water in the ice box for several 
hours. After this has been done we 
must—for the salad mentioned in this 
menu—arrange the slices of cucumber 
on a bed of crisp watercress that has 
been well washed, and then over the 
cucumbers pour a very little French 
dressing that has been made in a bowl 


that has been rubbed with garlic. Gar- 
nish the whole with a dash of paprika 


and serve roughly chilled. It is a 
tasty salad, eae a delicious one. It 
is especially sultable to serve with a 
hearty dinner. 
We have not had a recipe for ice 
cream in some time. Shall we have 
one today. 


Strawberry Ice Cream. 


Wash and remove the stems 
two boxes of good berries, pe Ra 
over them two cups of sugar and let 
them stand for an hour and a half. 
Mash them and squeeze them through 
a cheesecloth and then add the juice 
to three pints of cream and add to 
the whole a few grains of salt. Some 
of the pulp of the berries may he 
added to the cream, but this must be 
done before the berries are put through 
the cloth, not after. Freeze and serve 
in stem glasses with cup cakes or a 
plain white cake that has been frosted 
with white or strawberry frosting. 


Chicken Curry. 


Cut remaining cold chicken into 
pieces about a half-inch in size until 
there measures two cups of the pieces. 
Place two tablespoons of butter and 
one of flour in a double boiler and add 
pepper and salt to-taste. Stirring 
constantly add 144 tablespoons of cur- 
ry powder and blend these materials 
well. Add to them a cup of chicken 
stock (which may be made with chicken 
boullion cubes), and cook, stirring 
constantly until the sauce is quite 
thick. Add the chicken and cook a 
short while longer until it is thorough- 
ly heated. Have ready a generous 
amount of cooked rice and make an 
indentation in the center of the rice 
which has been mounded on a hot 
platter. Put the chicken in the cen- 
ter of the rice (which is to be hot, of 
course), and garnish with sprigs of 
parsley. Chutney is a most delicious 
condiment to serve with this dish. We 
may also serve, to be used over the 
combination of rice and _ curried 
chicken, hard boiled egg that has been 
finely minced, thinly sliced onions that 
have been fried in butter until brown 
and crisp and dried on a brown paper; 
peanuts that are finely chopped, crisp 
chopped bacon and cocoanut that is 
moist and shreaded. With these condi- 
ments this dish of curry becomes very 
nearly the East Indian curry of which 
we hear—and which is, without doubt, 
a most delicious dish. Some of us may 
say that the taste for curry is a culti- 
vated one. If that is the case I am 
not conscious of the stage of cultiva- 
tion through which I must have passed, 
for I am at the present time neither 
too old, too young or too fastidious 
to hugely enjoy a dish of rice and curry 
when I am fortunate enough to have 
it offer, to me. Enough for the 
curry. e shall have room for one 
request receipt—possibly two. 


Marconi Soup (Mrs. Howard.) 


Cook a fourth cup of macaroni that 
has been broken into small pieces in 
boiling salted: water until it is soft. 
Drain and add to one quart of brown 
stock heated to the boiling point. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and add to it 
just before serving, a fourth cup of 
shaved green pepper that has been 
cooked until tender in boiling salted 
water. Serve with croutons. 


Lemon Pie (L. N. VY.) 


Line a pie pan with crust and bake 
it in a hot oven until browned. Cool 
koth the shell and the filling before 
it is added. The cover with meringue 
and brown under the broiler. This last 
operation requires constant watching 
as meringue should be browned only— 
not. cooked, I should add that this 
reader wishes only the manner of put- 
ting the pie together. She has the fill- 
ing and the crust: recipes. 


Housewives’ Market Guide | 


By NANCY CAREY. 


The market offers but slight change 
this week-end. A few delicacies have 
put in an appearance, but not a re- 
markable number. This condition may 


or may not have been brought about 
by the sudden sharp change in the 
. weather that we have just experienced. 
However, a few things are worth par- 
ticular note. For one thing, cherries 
have arrived from California, the eat- 
ing variety, of course; and they. are 
good, although at a dollar a pound we 
feel that they should be. French en- 
dive—the form of lettuce that is really 
a delicacy and that carries with it 
something of renown because it is an 
importation—is very good at this time, 
and brings 50 cents a pound with five 
or six good stalks to the pound. As a 
few leaves constitute a serving, we may 
safely indulge in a half pound for the 
average family of four persons. 

The strawberry market has dropped 
materially since first we spoke of the 
arrival in market of this fruit, and 
berries are. bringing 30 cents—at some 
stalls 25 cents a quart. Corn is still 
three ears for a quarter, but grows con~- 
stantly better as the weeks go on. 
From the Eastern shore of Maryland 
do we now receive home-grown as- 
paragus, which brings 50 cents a bunch 
and is well worth recommending. 
Spring lamb, cheaper than last week, 
is now to be had at 55 cents, which is 
its lowest point to date. 

Blackberries we find in some of the 
stalls, but they were not worth buy- 
ing—-at least those that came under 
the shopping eye. They are somewhat 
rusty and somewhat crushed —as 
‘though they had made a long journey 
under not too favorable conditions— 
which they doubtless had. They sell 
for 25 cents a basket. Stringless beans 
are very good again this week, and are 
bringing 20 cents the pound.

ORANGES AND-.FIGS FOR SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 


ROM California there comes an- 
other piece of clinical work which 
shows that oranges and figs can 
take the place of the ordinary school 
lunch given-underweight children, 
Misses Morgan and Tanner took 
three lots of underweight children, and 
after weighing and measuring them 
carefully, put them on the several 
diets. One lot got a diet consisting 
of the ordinary foods eaten by chil- 
dren and in the ordinary amounts. 
A second lot had the same diet, but in 
addition each child was. given one 
orange a day at some proper time dur- 
ing school hours. The third lot also 
got the ordinary school child diet-and 


in addition a school-luncheon composed | 


of four pulled: figs. cS 

The children in all three groups were 
underweight. At the end of the eight 
weeks’ period the children who got 
oranges had made an average gain in 
weight of almost two pounds. The 
children who got figs had done almost, 
but not quite, as well. The third 
group had not gained particularly. 


This trial confirmed. earlier trials 
which showed that a little fruit was 
about equal to a glass of milk in pro- 
moting the growth of children. 

Fruits are high in minerals and vita- 
mines. They are called base foods be- 
cause the. ash formed from them. is 
alkaline and -tends: to neutralize the 
ashes of meat, bread and cereals which 
make for acidosis. Of course, growing 
children need meat, bread and-cereals. 
They need them. above everything. 
But if they are éaten to the exclusion 
of everything else, or. nearly everything 
else, they make an excessive amount 
of acid ash. We say there is too much 
acidity, or a tendency toward ‘acidosis. 
Out of this malnutrition may develop. 
The ash of milk is pretty nearly neu- 
tral; it is about border line. That. of 
oranges and figs is alkaline or—base. 
lf milk has some advantages over these 
fruits in its proteins and fats, oranges 
and figs have some advantages in their 
basic ash, and that about evens mat- 
ters up. : 


Misses Morgan and Tanner found in 
this study, as so many others have 
found in other studies, that we do not 


exactly know-. what. is undernourish- 


ment. It is not that we have no stand- 
ard, for we have several. The trouble 
is that we have too many standards, 
and the results of measuring the same 
case by several standards do not agree. 
When we use one of these standards on 
a given case, we may have him under- 
nourished, and then we may turn 
around, try another standard, and find

$55,000,000 POWER 
PLANT PERMIT ASKED |

in a report given to Congress three 
years ago, except that it calls for an 
additional storage dam at Charles Town, 
W. Va., and for a dam and power- 
house near Harpers Ferry, W. Va. 

The present plans call for four stor- 
age dams—near Charles. Town, at 
Brooks Gap, near Broadway, Va.; on 
South branch, near Springfield, W. Va., 
and on the Great Cacapon, near Berke- 
ley Springs, W. Va. 

Power is to be developed near Har- 
pers Ferry, at Great Falls and at Chain 
bridge. The four reservoirs ave to store 
1,650,000 acre feet of water and will 
equalize the flow of the Potomac river 
to about 6,000 ‘cubic feet a second. 


Electric Company’s Stand. 


C. Melvin Sharpe, executive assistant 
to the president of the Potomac and 
Electric Power Co., said last night that 
if the Potomac River Corporation could 
offer power at a price lower than the 
cost of generating it here, the offer 
would be accepted. 

“But we don’t think it can be done,” 
said Mr. Sharpe. “If we did, we would 
build a plant at Great Falls ourselves. 
When the talk of impounding the 
water and generating power for Wash- 
ington at Great Falls first started, the 
Potomac Electric Power Co. purchased 
a thousand acres of land on the Vir- 
ginia side of the falis, and we still 
own it.” 


“We spent thousnads of dollars and |» 


employed numerous engineers to look 
the ground over and report on the 
feasibility of harnessing the water of 
the Potomac. Our findings were about 
as follows: First, there is not enough 
water for the purpose; second, the proj- 
ect would cost about $75,000,000, and, 
finally the project would not be a pay- 
ing proposition, either from our stand- 
‘point or the standpoint of the users of 
power. 

“The truth of the matter is that so 
many improvements have been made in 
the machinery for generating electric 
power by steam, that we believe such 
power is far cheaper than water power 
could be.” 


Conduits Cover Wide Field. 


The Potomac Electric Power Co. has 
extended its’ conduits far out into 
Maryland in the past few years. Today 
it is supplying power to places as far 
as Gaithersburg and Upper Mariboro. 
In Virginia, the town of Rosslyn is 
the extent of its expansion, 

With Pepco covering the territory in 
such thorough Yashion, the question 
arises as to what territory will be open 
to the Potomac river corporation in 
the event it can’t do business with 
the local power company. 

According to word from Cleveland, 
where Robert J. Bulkley, the president, 
lives, the corporation expects to sell 
power over a wide area, an area in- 
cluding Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia. It expects to do a specially 
good bustness in the industrial centers 
of West Virginia, including the coun- 
ties of Jefferson, Buckley, Morgan, 
Hampshire, Hardy and Pendleton. 


Directors of New Concern. - 


Directors of the Potomac River ‘Cor- 
poration, in addition to Bulkley, are 
James R. Gloyd, a Cleveland contrac- 
tor; James G. Bachman, a Cleveland 
lawyer; F. W. Ballard, a Cleveland en- 
gineer, and Joseph C. Hostetler, a law- 
yer. Newton D. Baker, former Secre- 
tary of War, is said to be a stockholder 
in the corporation. 

The .power project is said to have 
been suggested to Gloyd when he was 
motoring in the Shenandoah valley 
four years ago. On that occasion, he 
stopped at an old grist mill run by 
water power. He made some ingqutries 
and found that F. W. Ballard, of Cleve- 
land, had made a survey of the 
Shenandoah valley for power purposes, 
He got together with Ballard, and then 
the two of them set out to interest 
their friends in the scheme, One group

might in the Mayflower hotel. 
“Twenty years ago the people of 
Washington were proud of the city’s 
roads and streets,” Mr. MacDonald de- 
Clared, “but today we are ashamed of 
them. They are a disgrace to the Na- 
tion’s Capital.” Heavy truck traffit 
has torn up the streets so badly, caus- 
ing patchwork repairing, that the main 
lHfghways are very rough, he said. 
“A limitation on the weight of trucks 
was urged by the speaker aS a remedy 
for the situation. John N. Mackall, 
chairman of the Maryland State roads 
commission, and Pyke Johnson, Wash- 
ington representative of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
spoke in favor of a closer harmony be- 
tween road builders and automobile 
manufacturers with an object of ob- 
taining and keeping better roads 
throughout the nation. C. M. Babcock, 
newly elected president of the associa- 
tion, and Ray Hall, of the bure of 
foreign and domestic commerce of the 
Department of Commerce, also spoke. 


100,000 Traffic Toll. 


Traffic accidents on public highways 
during the last five years have re- 
Stilted in a toll of more than 100,000 
deaths and 3,000,000 persons injured, 
a survey committee of the association 
reported at the annual meeting yester- 
day. After receiving the report the ex- 
écutive committee and board of direc- 
térs voted to conduct a. nation-wide 
campaign to decrease highway mishaps. 

Tentative plans for constructing 

$1,000,000,000 worth of good roads 
were discussed. The association hopes 
to see the plans realized at a congress 
of road officials, contractors and engi- 
neers, which it will sponsor in Cleve- 
land in January. The afternoon seés- 
sions of the annual meeting, which 
celebrated the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the associa- 
tion, were held in the association head- 
quarters in the Earle building. 
“The annual installation. of officers 
was held last night at a banquet in 
the Mayflower hotel. Charles M. Bab- 
cock, chairman of the Minnesota State 
roads commission, was elected presi- 
dent to succeed H. G. Shirley, chair- 
man of the Virginia State highway 
commission. 

Other officers elected were Samuel 
Hill, of Seattle; S. F. Beatty, of Chi- 
cago; W. A. Van Duzer, of the Penn- 
sylvania State highway commission, and 
§. H. Henry, of Spruce Pines, N. C., vice 
presidents; Miss Ethel A. Birchland, of 
Westport, Conn., secretary, and James 
H. MacDonald, of New Haven, Conn., 
treasurer. Twhe following were installed 
on the board of directors: J. R. Draney, 
New York; Richard Hopkins, Troy, N. 
Y¥:; A. E. Horst, Rock Island, Ill.; T. A. 
Little, Kansas City, Mo., and Fred R. 
White, Des Moines, Iowa. 


Upham Heads Campaign. 


Charlies M. Upham, managing diréc- 

tor of the association, was appointed 
chairman of the campaign to decrease 
highway casualties. Through the me- 
dium of lectures, motion pictures, plac- 
ards, radio speeches, the press and the 
formation of a “careful drivers’ club,” 
which motorists will be requested to 
join by signing a pledge to drive with 
utmost precaution, the organization 
hopes to attain its objective. 

The survey disclosed that of the cas- 
ualties, 30,000 were school children and 
that the accidents resulted in property 
damage of more than _$2,000,000,000. 
The survey was taken during the five- 
year period ended January 1. More ac- 
cidents, according to the report, oc- 
curred between 4:30 and 5:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon than during any other 
two hours of the day.

GIRL TO REFORMATORY 


Warner L. Queen, colored, who shot 
and killed his wife, Ada Queen, on 
March 8 at 426 Elm street northwest, 
was sentenced to serve 25 years in pris- 
on yesterday by Justice Hoehling in 
criminal court on a charge of second- 
degree murder. The accused had an 
argument with his wife, left her and 
then procured a pistol and engaged in 
target practice before returning to 
shoot her. 

James A. Allen, colored, indicted on 
a charge of first-degree murder in con- 


nection with the shooting of his 
brother-in-law, Frederick Griffin, was 
found guilty of second-degree murder 
by a jury sitting before Justice Hitz in 
criminal court. He was remanded for 
sentence. The jury recommended 
mercy for the accused. The shooting 
of Griffin followed a quarrel on No- 
vember 28, 1926, at Eighth street and 
Barry place northwest.

WOMAN JUROR BRINGS 
NEW TRIAL REQUEST 


All Federal Workers’ Wives 
Disqualified, Convicted Slay- 
er’s Counsel Says. 


Wives of government employes or 
other persons receiving money from the 
government in a pay envelope are not 
qualified to sit on a jury, according to 
a motion filed in criminal court yester- 
day by Attorney Abner Siegal, in which 
& new trial is demanded for Malcomb 
Howard, colored, who was convicted on 
an indictment charging first-degree 
murder. 

The jury which convicted Howard 
was composed of ten men.and Mrs. 
Lillie Green, wife of Joseph Green, a 
deputy marshal, and Miss Fannie M. 
Haar. Green is paid by the government 
and is himself disqualified for jury 
duty for that reason. His wife, because 
she is his wife, also is disqualified, ac- 
cording to Siegal. 

Counsel for Howard says that the 
Court of Appeals decided in a case in- 
‘volving a property dispute that hus- 
band and wife are one, and conse- 
quently property held by them as ten- 
ants in common was also held by them 
as tenants by the entirety and could 
not be partitioned. Whether the minds 
of the husband and wife are one and 
whether the use of Green’s money by 
his wife constitutes a single use in the 
eyes of the law will have to be deter- 
mined by the court when Siegal’s mo- 
tion is argued May 20. Howard was

There are about 10,000. archi- 
tects in the United States sufficiently 
engaged in practice to warrant their 
assumption of the title of architect,
